The Fate of George W. Gordon at 
the Union Depot, 


Who is Accredited With Having Killed 
Sam Hildebrand. 


Shortiv before & o’clock last night while 
Louis Gamble. a cabana employed at the 
Union Depot vard, was coupling an engine to 
the rearcar of the Chicago and Alton passen- 
ger train that had arrivedatthe depot 4 few 
minutes before, he discovered a man beneath 
the wheels, A_ closer inspection revealed 
that the man was dead and frightfully 
mangled. Both legs and an arm had been cut 
from the body, the right side of the skuil was 
torn away, and from the blood on the rails it 
uppeared as ifthe body had been draggeda 
distance of seventy-five feet. Death must 
have resuited instantly,as there was not at the 
time of the diseovery a spark of life remaining.

Iwas informed by some of the baggage- 
men that they saw him on vesterday morning, 
when he came in on the Cairo Short Line with 
some prisoners in custody. From the 
man’s actions. I was satisfied that he was 
drunk atthe time I. saw him in the evening. 
It was probably Jifteen or twenty minutes be- 
fore the arrival of the Chicago and Alton 
train from Kansas City that lsaw himat 
the depot entrance. I have seen no one who 
noticed him after he got inside the depot 
yard.’ 

Deceased was a Deputy-sSheriff or Consta- 
ble frem Pinckneyville, [l., and from what 
can be ascertained came inon yesterday morn- 
ing Withsome prisoners being taken to Spring- 
tield, Il.

He had Known his 
victim for years, and had worshipped = her all 
that while in his fierce? Iimpetuons min ier, chat 
would not brook Interterence by even uer hus 
bai.d. tie bad first met her when she 
wus a wife and mother at Rock Springs, one of 
the western suburbs of the city, where her 
husband, Jacob Broemser, was enzgaved in the 
drug business. hring tormed «a partnership 
with Broemser, and for about “a Year they 
conducted the Grug business together. Then 
reverses of a finuncial nature came and the 
firm went into vankruptey. Broemser re- 
moved to Madison county, Ll., and Kring,who 
had become 

INFATUATED WITH HIS PARTNER'S WIFE, 
forsook hisown tamily and followed. Business 
was entered into again, but the upshot was the 
same as before, and within a few months 
Broemser remeved with his tamily to,this citv 
and took a suite of rooms oa North Fourteenth 
or Fitteenth street, between Howard ani Mul-~ 
lanphy streets.

The Senator does notthink that the result of 
the election in New York is decisive of the 
battle inthe nation. He thinks that it was a 
struggic in which the people of New York 
subordinated national issues to State 
affairs, and he does not blame them for so do- 
ing, as it entirely accords with his theory of 
the supremacy of local self-government. 
Whether Cornell’s plurality be 40,000or over, 
‘and Clarkson N. Potter’s 5,000 majoMty the 
Senator thinks the great questions upon wuteh 
the parties are divided, the questions of local 
seif-covernment, of free clections aud of the 
finances, are still undecided. New York has 
Leen Volceiess upon these irrepressible issues. 
The tendency of the Republicau administra- 
tionand the Republican party, in the last 
Congress, to divide the rights of state local 
self-government were to be watched and 
cuarded against. 

In revard to foolish theories of inflation 
Which bad run wild in the West, the Senator 
thinks they have nearly run their course: that 
they were never, popular, and always class 
movements, and that with the ruin of specu- 
lators and the reluctant return of the Western 
people to bard yalues that prevail in the East, 
the iCsSO0S of experience and the old doctrines 
of Democracy would again become all potent. 

As to the Presidential candidates of the Re- 
publicans, Mr. Bayard says Grant’s chiet! 
strength comes from the otlice-holders ap- 
pointed by him, and who have been retained 
by Hayes. Sherman he thinks is a dangerou- 
man, because an inconsistent and unprinci- 
pled one, a wWweathereock in finance and a 
trimmed on sectionalism. Blaine and Conkling 
he regards as the National leaders of Repub- 
licanism, because they are the champions of 
sectiobal animesities., but he thinks the nomi- 
nation of either would be perilous. because it 
would intensify and inflame passions that al- 
ready burn with too bright a flame. 

In reference to the next Presidency and the 
assumed candidacy of Gen. Grant, Mr. Bay- 
ard said: There is a general opinionthat there 
is a strong probability of Grant’s) nomination, 
but it is difficult to estimate the real strength 
ofthe movementinbis favor. A clamorous 
party is often mistaken fora numerous one, 
The great body of men holding oftica were 
piaced there by Grant, and they are waturally 
Girant men, as thev, too, desire to hold on to 
theiroftices. The unfortunate fact which has 
hecome recognized was. the principle of 
Grant's administration—and‘the very feeble 
protest by Hayes against it has now been with- 
drawn: that it is the first duty of the Ameri- 

eflice-holderto s ‘cure his pemmnanencs 

ice, Which means the success of the party: 
that it isto keep him in, after which he can 
bestow anv remaining vigor on his duty to the 
people. This fact helps Gerant | 
and is the cause of most of tlie 
big. 

Hayes, at the outset, promised to correct 
this abuse of our political svstem.and assured 
(fice-holders that thev were not to interfere 
anduse public time for party ends, but he 
seems to have entirely abandoned this policy, 
ynd to have crawled through the smallest kind 
of a knot-hole. 

Sherinan is making a good many electioneer- 
ing speeches and shaping his course in op- 
position to the (rant movement. In IS76, just 
before the Republican Convention, he wrote a 
letter in which be said it would be suicide [or 
the Republican party to nominate Grant, aird 
l suppose he is still of the same opinion, al- 
though he bas changed his convictions 
many subjects, and especially in regard to the 
hnances. He has been an out-and-out Careen- 
backer.,and his speeches in Congress will show 
thet there are scarcaly any of the things which 
he now condemns which he did not advocate 
in the past.

In response to an inquiry a 
defeat of the Democratic party in Ohio, involy- 
ing, as it did, his retirement from the Sen- 
ate. did not destroy the chances of Mr. Thur- 
man’s being nominated for the Presidency by 
the Democracy, Mr. Bayard replied by regret- 
ting the loss which would follow the country 
and his party by the retirement of Mr. Thur- 
man, but Was silent as to the nomination. Ile 
dwelt atmuch length, however, upon the 
ability of adroit leaders to nalarve conven- 
tions, and to neminate candidates who were 
notthe strongest men in their own party. 
such tLings had often been done in the past, 
he said. and intimated it might be done 
again. 

Why has the Democratic party drifted away 
of late from its old moorings’ — 

lt is impossible tosav. I think there 
been a great deal of lack of purpose, 
have been in opposition, thev have 
long exiled from power, that they have not 
been willing to waitcalmly and «quietly the 
certain Vindication of true principles; they 
have resorted to hasty and violent measures, 
ang there has been moral blindness in the 
matter of their political management in tak- 

Ing up the cast-off expedients of their oppon- 
ents. It has beento me a marvelous thing 
that men should be content to pick up these 
discarded expedients. Ithink that this re- 
sult bas been rather the work of « class than 
of a popular movement. IHard-run specula- 
tors have been very willing to use the great 
organizations to impreve their personal con- 
duct. The habit of speculation in land in the 
West is hot an individual 
matter, brut it Was almost 
universal. A man who boucht land in tee 
Western States (vou may say for the last thirty 
verrs) could confidently rely upon its increase 
iu price,just almost asa farmer could rely 
upon a grain of wheat when planted, producing 
a head full of wheat: consequentiv they hive 
been bus imme targe bodies of land upon credit 
and awaiting the growth into evreat values. 
This growth has been so regular, so certain, 
that men regarded it almost asa lawof na- 
ture. They did net reflect upon what were 
theseculiar conditions that produced Bhat state 
of things. In Europe there was a sur- 
plus of population and illiberal govern- 
ment that produced suffering amone the 
people. This ted to emigration. On _ the 
other hand, in the United States. we had free 
institutions and an abundance of land. and 
the result wa~ thatthe West was filled with 
strong people, able-bodied, readv-made men, 
Who sprang up ali ready for action. Thev 

poured into the West, and did not eome 
empty-handed. Manvof them were well off 
to-day, for in their chests they carried gold 
and silver. They bought lands. History has 
scarcely any example of the sudden creation 
of what was a wilderness into a home of ac- 
tive, strones communities: such are now the 

Western States of this countrv. Men are 
living now who could have boucht the pres- 
ent sites of the most populous cities there for 
asong. 

Instances are familiarto everybody of pure 
chases of real estate which have sprung into 
fabulous prices. ‘That sort of thing, although 
abnormal, vet had been so lone continued in 
the Westthat I think it led toa general liec- 
lief that it was to continue, and at very bigh 
or false prices. Those false prices were as- 
sisted by the presence of an irredeemable 
paper money. The createst delusion and 
snare that a people ever embarked upon was 
sucha curreney, and it Was very hard for the 
Western people, a strong, speculative, san- 
cuine race, Who had been accustomed to see 
nothing but anadvance in vaiues, and who 
could notthink orimagine what it was to 
have this advance arrested, to tind that these 
prices were not realand true. I think the 
whole trouble inthe West arises from this: 
that they could not comprehend that the con- 
dition of affairs under which they had lived 
was notthat which belonged to the ordinary 
condition of humanity, and, I think, a great 
many men were nbaturally very reluctant to see 
these prices co down. It made bankruptcy 
sture them rightin the face. and a cry that 
would make them believe that war prices 
could be sustained was acecptable. 

That is why I think a people so strong and 
vigorous and sensible as the Western people 
are were misled into asking for it. ‘This is 
why property is dearer in Chicago thin in 
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hard uponthem: ‘Phe belief that the pros- 
perity of the West was endless, and that this 
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enormous growth was always to continue, jus- 

tified a m of borrowing on credit that oth- 
erwise would have been looked upon as_ wild. 

These “Western paaple came to the East, 

andtbey outbid our borrowers in the rates 

they would pay for money. The laws of Dela-: 
ware forbid us tO foan money at more than 

six per cent, ana so of Pennsylvania aad New 

York, and of Other States. Our usury laws 
confine us to a moderate fate of interest, te- 

yond which no man can legally go. Now, in 
order to make money fast, the specujators of 
the Western States took off the timit. and 
would pay double the rate of interest for 
money that is paid inthe East. That has been 
the history of the last twenty-five years.

HOW F AR MAY COUNSEL GO”? 


Recent Rebukes of the License That 
Lawyers Take in Argument. 
[From the Albany Law Journal, November 8. | 

‘l wo rather recent cases show the necessity 
of moderation of utterance in counsel. In one 
case in North Carolina it was held that it is 
not within the privilege of counsel in argu- 
ment to a jury to use language calculated to 
humiliate and degrade the opposite party in 
the eyes of the jury and bystanders, particu- 
larly when he has not been impeached; and 
where. on the trial, a witness for 
plaintiff has been impeached by the testimony 
of defendant, and plaintiff’s counsel said in 
addressing the jury ‘‘that noman who lived 
in defendant’s neighborhood could kave any- 
thing but a bad character; that de- 
fendant polluted everything near him or that 
he touched: that he was like the upas tree, 
shedding pestilence and corruption all around 
him;’’ thatthe defendant was entitled to a 
new trial, without showme that his eause was 
prejudiced by the use of that language. The 
same doctrine was held in a case in Wiscen- 
sin, Where, no evidence having been given of 
the defendant’s ability to pay 
exemplary damages, the plain- 
tiff’s counsel appears to have un- 
dertaken to supply this want of evidence by 
commenting tothe jury upon the apypellant’s 
connection with the railroad company and the 
wealth and power ofthe company as a ereat 
corporation, and defendant’s ability. from 
his connection withit, to pay any judgment 
Which might be rendered against him. The 
Court held that it is error sufficient te reverse 
a judgment, for counsel, against objection, to 
state facts pertinent to the issue and not in 
evidence, orto assume (while arguing) such 
facts to be in the case when they are not. The 
Court say in the Wisconsin case: ‘**The pro- 
fession of the law is tnsatituted for the 
administration of justice. The duties of 
the bench and bar differ in kind. notin 
purpose. The duty of both alike is to estab- 
lish the truth and toapply the lawto it. § It is 
essential tothe proper administration of jus- 
tice, frailand unecertaig atthe best, that all 
that can be said for each party, in the deter- 
mination of fact and law, should be heard. 
Forensic strifeis but a method, and a mighty 
one, to ascertainthe truth andthe law gov- 
erning thetruth. It is the duty of couwasel to 
make the most of the case which his ¢lient is 
able to give him; but counsel is out of bis 
duty and his right, and outside of the 
principle and object of his profession, when 
le travels out of his client’s case and as- 
sumes tosupply its deticiencies. Therefore 
is it that the nice sense of the profession re- 
gards with such distrust and aversion the tes- 
timony of a lawverin favor of his client. It 
is the duty and right of counsel to-indulge in 
all fair argument in favor of the right of his 
client; but be is outside of his duty and his 
right when he appeals to prejudice irrelevant 
tothe case. Properiy, prejudice has no more 
sanction atthe barthanen the bench. But 
an advocate nay make himself the a/ter evo of 
his client, and indulge in preju- 
dice in his favor. He may even share 
his client's prejudices arainst his 
xdversary, as far as they rest on the facts in 
his case. But he bas neither dutv nor right 
bO appr alto prejudices, just or unjust, ugainst 
the adversary outside the very case he has to 
trv. The verv fullest freedom of speech 
Within the duty of his profession should be 
accorded to counsel: but it is license, not 
freeucm of sper ch, to travel out of tue reeord, 
basing his argument on facts not appearing

The will 
provides that, upon the death or marriage of 
his wife, or sooner iz inthe judgement of tne 
trustees, the amount of his estate would war- 
rant its being and trust fund 
udequate to provide an income sufficient for 
the provisions of the willin faver of his wife 
and adopted daughter, so much of the prin- 
cipal shall be appropriated as shall be neces- 
savvy toerect upon the grounds at Harvard 
College a building of such character as shall 
be decided upon by the President and fellows 
of the college, to cost not less than $§200,- 
OOO, and not more than S250,.000,) the 
building to be called the Walter 
Hastings Hall, in memory of his father,grand- 
father and yreat-grandfather, all of whom 
eraduated at Ilarvard College. i pon the 
death or marriage of his wife, and the death 
of. bis adopted daughter, the residue of 
trust fund and all accumulations of income be 
hequeaths to the college as a trust fund, to be 
called the Walter Hastings Fund, the income 
of which is to be used at the discretion of the 
President and fellows of the college: suggest- 
ing, however, that the education of the sons 
of American parents, who may be in indigent 
circumstances, Would be a most proper meth- 
ed of expending thisincome. The will pro- 
vides for bequests of about $40,000 to rela- 
tives and friends in Various sums: 935,000 to 
be distributed among servants and depend- 
ents; horses, carriages, plate, furniture, and 
the house, 1ly Commonwealth avenue, to his 
wife, and an annuity of 35,000 to his adopted 
daughter.

Mr. Dun has 
been as far North the Assaboigne, has 
journeyed throughout the Red River Valley, 
visited most of the Western States, going as 
fur South as Texas. He returned to New 
York satistied that the agricultural conditions 
of the country are becoming more prosperous, 
and to-day such as to attract both capital 
and Jabor from England. Exceptional pros- 
peritvy was found in almostevery part. and 
the prospects for the future are declared to be 
highly encouraging. 

Mr. Dun made tbe following 
recently toa Tribune reporter: ‘*Through- 
out the Red River Valley | tind, as others have 
done, enormous tracks of deep, . valuable 
loam, free from stone, easily worked, and in 
many places unencumbered with timber, and 
capable, at small cost , of producing enormous 
quantities of wheat and other crops. The 
Red River district alone, if entirely brought 
under cultivation, extending, as it does, for 
00 miles, with an average width of seventy 
niles, if producing only fifteen bushels of 
wheat to the acre, would supply Britain with 
her annual deticit of breadstuffs. During the 
last three or four vears settlers have gone into 
that region. Although the present year has 
been unfavorable in some localities on account 
of drought, tolerablvy encouraging results 
have been obtained.

A num- 
ber of rich menare taking up considerabie 
tracts of good prairie land, giving an ener- 
vetic, practical manager a share of the ven- 
ture, and successfully going into farming. In 
the Western and Middle States, and indeed 
throughout all parts of America,the enhanced 
value of wheat is extending the area prepared 
for next vear’s crop. Large as has been the 
production in previous years, there will be a 
still greater increment in I8s), The fall 
wheat gencraily is very forward, and not- 
withstanding a few complaints here and there 
of the outbreak of fly, is looking well, Witha 
favorable Sgason, and the cood crops which it 
is to be hoped may be reaped throughont both 
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America and Burope, there are good prospects 
abundan cheap bread. |

**American exporters of beef are, however, 
complaining of a glutinthe British market, 
and instead of 12 cents a pound, which is ne- 
cessary to cover cost aud expenses. recent 
cargoes of very superior beef have been sacri- 
ficed bothin Liverpool and elsewhere at & 
cents. Owingtothe shortened supply both 
of butter and of cheese, depending upon the 
sinall profits which have lately resulted from 
their manufacture, the supplies both home 
and sbroad are likely to be considerably 
shortened and the price accordingly tnereas- 
ed. Since I left New York six weeks ago 
the price of dairy products has just deubled. 
The condition of American agriculture, the 
almost boundless resources of the continent 
alike for growth of corn, cattle, hogs aud 
dairy produce, and the reasonable profits 
which have been obtained by judicious farm- 
ing, are naturally attracting more capital, not 
only in America, but throughout the British 
Islands. Industrious and enterprising agri- 
culturists are satisfied that good returns may 
le obtained by the investment of their money 
injunds and farming. Pleasant homes in 
many States mny be readily secured at a very 
moderate outlay, and the next six months 
will doubtless bring from the old country a 
large number of farming men who inthe last 
few years have been contending with increas- 
ing difficulties, and who see small prospect 
of making head with dear lands, heavy 
rates, and constantly inercasing expendi- 
tures.??

Parton’s Life of Voltaire. 
i[From the New York Times. | 

James Parton hopes to be able to complete 
the life of Voltaire, on which he has 
long engaged, some time the coming spring, 
if he have no serious interruption to his work. 
Parton has sometimes been charged with writ- 
ing bis biographies hurriedly; but they who 
are intimate with him and his habits say that 
he is, asarule, extremely painstaking, both 
inthe collection of his material and its literary 
treatment. His ‘Life Voltaire’? is 
an exemplification of his care and 
industry. He began it--that is, he bought 
the complete works of the celebrated French 
author—cighteen years ago, and he bas been 
reading, studving, examining authorities,and 
writing on the subject more or less ever since. 
lie has never had any idea of adequate com- 
pensation for his labor—he would need to re- 
ceive at least $50,000 rovalty if he were fairly 
yaid-—but has regarded it as a work of love. 
rhe **Life,’*’ whichis to be complete in two 
volumes, can hardly fail to be verv interest- 
ing: for Voltaire is a remarkably jateresting 
chyracter, he lived it a supremely interesting 
period of France and of history, and James 
Parton is considered, even bv those whe find 
fault with bim in other respeets, as a very in- 
teresting writer. The material for the life of 
Voltaire is bewilderingly plenty: but notwith- 
standing the fact, there has hardly been an 
entirely satisfactory biowraphy of the extraor- 
dinary man, even in I vance. Despite his 
abundant defects. he was eminently human, 
wand Parton will be pretty certain to present 
the human side in avery attractive ay. 
Voltaire was — the eleverest mafi who 
has ever hved, and, with all the evrious, ro- 
mantic,even wonderful,facts ank experiences 
in his eareer, extending over ‘seventy-four 
vears—he began to attract notice at ten-—1t

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THE INTELLECTUAL YOUNG LADY. 


is Feminine Culture Dangerous to Both 
Sexes? 
[From the London World. Crtober 29. | 

Aithough Lord Burghley hes just had to 
apologize for the remarks which he made on 
the subject of the education of the wives and 
daughters of farmers, there is no doubt that 
there are many who, openly or secretly, agree 
with him, and extend his views bevond the 
limits of that class to which he made them ap- 
plicable. Toallsuch the present aspect of 
**the higher education of women’’ must af- 
ford materials for bitter reflection. That not 
ouly there should be large and flourishing 
high schools for girls all over the contry, but 
ihat in Cambridge there should exist the 
Girton and Nuneham Colleges,and that in Ox- 
ford an animated effort should have been 
made to secure liberal instruction for girls 
over seventeen and eighteen, must be pecu- 
liarly painful to sensitive males of Lord 
Burghley’s type. Rightly or wrongly, the 
tendency is to higher feminine culture, and 
those who areneither bigots nor supporters of 
female suffrage must accommodate their sen- 
timents to an unmistakable wave of public 
opinion. 

Meanwhile there is no very clear idea as to 
What voung ladies of intellect are like. The 
ordinary male creed is verv shortly summed 
up ina fear of them before marriage, and a 
detestation of them after. The ordinary ver- 
dict of sisterly opinion is that they have bad 
manners, large hands, and do not care about 
Vari-ian fashions. The criticism of their 
elders is ibei they are much too forward, that 
they hnow aothing about butcher’s meat, and 
probably have never darned a stocking in 
their lives. Much of these aspersions may 
be truce, but they are decidedly old- 
fasbioned. It is irritating to find the question 
‘lisciisscd as if it Was vetan open one, at 
the very moment when the intellectual voung 
jady isa living reality. It is fatuous to doubt 
ike ad isability when the thing i- done. The 
pheuomenon isto be seenin our drawing- 
rooms, in our published literature, and in our 
art schools; and many men find conversing 
with it to te by no means unpleasant. though 
how farthey like to make it their wife i-, of 

course, another question. The fact is that 
there are asmany differences between educit- 
ved voung ladics as there are among uneducat - 
ed. The traditional type, which represeuts 
the lady of culture with acertain angularity of 
expression and with spectacles, 
as now only known for its morbid 
activity with regara to Vivisec- 
tion and platform rhetoric. To it have suc- 
ceeded types With more vpieasing character- 
istics, and with fascinations which have been 
hunown to lower the alarming average of spin- 
sters. The voung lady who will talk to vou 
so avreeably and even Hippantiy on lawn-ten- 
nis will after dinner sing some weird song of 
Schumann, and overthrow the pessimistic 
paradoxes of -Mallock. The bright, quick- 
eved damsec!, who was first of her year at Gir- 
ton College, is hurtif you do not also conside: 
hera finished va/scusc. The girl with the 
wealth of ruddy-golden hair, which the 
passion of artists, has probably been the au- 
thor of that striking erilicism on Laplace's 
nebular hypothesis whichimade such «a sen- 
sation among the readers of solid **month- 
lies.’’ 

But of these modern combinations of ele- 
cance and wide learning, the most dangerous 
speciinens are the artistic young lady and the 
young lady whois also a philosopher. DPro)- 
ably the first is the tjost dangerous of all, for 
she not only has the wit to be bewitching, bit 
enough human sympathy to become so. The 
artistic and wsthetic voung lady can attack 
vou on every side. If vou have’ a weakne-s; 
for archaic furniture and wall papers of th 
approved Morrisian type, so has she: aif you 
own tothe attractions of Venetian glass, she 
will discourse to you about Salviati by. the 
vard: ifvou area constant attendant at the 
dirosvenor gallery, she. will confess to you, 
witha grace which is all the more fascinating 
bocause it is obviously condescending, that 
Burne-Jones’ **Annuneiation’’ is the tines! 
picture in the modern world. she can pliv 
and she can sing: she knows all literature, 
and has even read Lessing’ **Nathan der 
Weise:’’ she will show you why Theophi'e 
Giauticr is a good novelist, or what elemoent- 
of poetry there are in Walt Whitman.

Facts Concerning the Rights and Wrongs 
of Coal Consumers. 


—— -_ — -— ——$——— 


The Difficulty of Convicting Offenders Under 
the Existing City Ordinances. 


During the past few days the police have 
been especially vigilant endeavoring to make 
cases against eoal-dealers violating city ordi- 
nance No. 10,525, which deems any person 
guilty of a misdemeanor ‘‘who brings or 
sends into the city, for sale, any hay, orstone 
coal, in any wagon or other ve hicle, and actu- 
ally sells or offersthe same for sale without 
first having had the same weighed,and the wa- 
yon or other vehicle containing 
the same duly and leyally weighed on some 
seale within the city limits on the day on 
which the same is sold or offered for sale, or 
the day previous thereto, and without having 
procured and paid for a certificate of the weight 
thereof, which certificate shall contain a gross, 
tare and net weight of the article contained in 


the load. 

In no business is there greater eompetition 
than in coal peddling, and consequently in no 
other business is there less profit for the deal- 
Tne natirral result of such sma!l 
as fiftv and sixty cents for handling 
aton of coal isthat the usual dealer resorts to 
any means to swellthem; and in no trade isa 
better opportunity afforded for 

DISHONEST DEALINGS 

Not asingle day passes during which dozens of 
loads‘are not dumped intoSt. Louis coal-sheds 
and eellars that do not contain within 
al bushels of what the purehaser 
pays for, or what the cer 
tificate credits the dealer with. 
Several teamsters arrested during the last few 
days have been found in possession of tickets 
from East St. Louis, while others have been 
arrested with counterfeit certilticates of the 
weight of the coal, but as the prosecution in 
the cases Was unable to prove that the drivers 
‘factually sold, or offered for sale,’* the leads 
for Which the certifientes claimed to be the 
eorrect Weight. the offenders slipped through 
this in the ordinanve, and areal 
violation went unpunished. 

The genuine certificate is easily distinguish- 
ed from the counterfeit. Comptroller Adreon 
furnishes Collector Rosenblatt with weighers’ 
certificates in blank, forthe use of weighers 
ofall private scales, signed by Mr. Walsh, 
City Register, and countersigned by the 
Comptroller. They are of* yellow paper for 
ten bushels and less, of green paper for more 
than ten and less than twenty-five, and of red 
for any amount over’ twenty-five. On 
the back of e¢very yellow or green 
ticket are the words, ‘*Dealers’ in coal 
are not authorize d to charge a fee for weigh- 
ing their loads of twenty-five bushels or less 
on their seales,’’ and on the back of every 
green, vellow, and red certificate are the fol- 
lowing words: ** The weigher of this scale has 
filed a bond with the City Register. 

The tickets of the public seales, 
there are about eizht, are white. 
purchaser suspect. that he Was not) receiving 
the amount of coal Which he had ayvreed to 

. either by the coal being removed from 
Wagon afier a genuine’ certificate 
had bcen received or that the capacity of th: 
wagon never had been as greatas asserted on 
acountecrfeit certificate, he mav demand of 
the teamster to drive the Wagon and contents 
to any one of the citv seales and have the load 
KE-WEIGHED WITHOUT ANY ADDITIONAL 
COST, 
and if the gross or net weight be found less by 
iM) pouncs or more or tare greater by teu 
pounds or more than the weigher’s certificate 
in the hands of the driver calls for, he may hav: 
the driver, who is deemed guilty of a allies 
mesnor, arrested,and upon conviction before a 
police justice, made subject to a tine of not 
less than $10 normore than +100 and costs. 
This is afso the law for East Louis ou 
counterfeit certificates, Yrovided the prose- 
cutor can prove that tne driver. when at- 
tempting to dispose or really disposing of his 
coal, offered the certifieates to the purchas- 
ers. The refusal of a driver to comply 
with such a demand is deemed as yvrievous a 
violation as if he were actually convicted of 
ak fr: ‘uding by a Varianée between the cortifi- 
cate and the weight of the waron, or of hav- 
ing offered a fraudulent certitica

This remedv — offered ty having th 
lond weighed will hot at all 
cope With the evil. A resident 

of Stoddard Addition would tind it rather in- 

convenient to satisfy his suspicions in this 
Wary, even though he had the best of grounds. 
It is in the power of the driver himself to pre- 
vent the purchaser from proving his suspi- 
clones. He need not strenuously object 
to the proceeding, thus laving himself liable 
to conviction under the city ordinances, but 
bv a hundred littl means that would suggest 
themselves to the mind of the. man placed in 
such a predicament, prevent the suspicious 
buyer from ever carrving his point.

ent plans for the suppression of them, is to 
bave an ordinance passed compel- 
ling coal dealers to have wagons 
of certain regulation sizes—large enough to 
hold a certain number of tons of the lightest 
weight quality of eoal with iron bands on the 
inside to mark the levels to which different 
amounts of the heavier qualities would reach. 
The wagons to be inspected and stamped as 
are Weights and measures. 

At any rate the subject is worthy of the con- 
sideration of the makers of the ordinances.
